Mr. Inspeotor Ohristianson has forwarded 
his report on his recent inspection of the Ermineskin 
Indian Residential School. The Department is pleased to 
note that conditions generally at this school are satis- 
factory and that the work in the classrooms is progressing, 
also that the girls, especially, are receiving rood train- 
ing in the way of cooking, sewing and making garments. 


The Inspector states, however, that the boys 
receive little training in the way of outside work, as there 
is practically no farming carried on at the school other than 
gardening operations. The Department will be pleased if 
you will arrange that during the spring and summer months 
the boys are given every opportunity to assist in the work 
of gardening and in the care of the stock. As much in- 
struction as possible should be given the boys in garden- 
ing and general farm work, in order that,’ when they leave 
school, they will have a knowledge of the work. 


The Inspector also estates that, owing to 
the construction of the buildings, there is a certain 
danger of fire. He states that every precaution is being 
taken and that the services of a night watchman are employed 
Please inform the Department if the night watchman is 
supplied with a watchman's clock and if he makee regular 
rounds of the building during the night. It is hoped 
you will see that every precaution is taken and that no 
rubbish is sllowed to accumulate near the furnaces. 


I shall be pleased to have a full report 
at your convenience regarding the outside work you are 
able to arrange to have the boys perform, and also with 
respect to the precautions taken to prevent fire.

I beg to bring to your” attention that 
in reporting on the Hobbema Indian Residential School 
I mentioned that the boys’ dormitory needed new floor- 
ing; also the dining room and the steps leading down 
to the basement. The school authorities advised me 
that they did not have funds to replace the flours, &Ce 
and I was wondering whether the Department would have 
any furnds for this purpose. 


The size of the boys' dormitory is 38° 
X 20% and the dining room 42" X 25". If the Depart- 
ment did not have funds to replace both these floors 
the dining room needs it more than the dormitory. The 
two floors will take approximately 2260 feet. I did 
not measure the steps of the two stairs, but this 
would not take very much as there is quite a low 
ceiling in the basement. These repaire are not, of 
course, necessary until the summer holidays.

I have the honour to report on 


PUBLIC ARCHIVES 
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an inspection of the Hobbema Indian Residential 
School made during the time I was at the Agenoy 
recently. I visited all classrooms, but as the 
Provincial School Inspector reports on this work 
I shall not dwell on this phase of the matter. 


There were 149 children on the roll, but only 


139 prewent at the time of my visit: 64 boys 


and 75 girls. 

The children all looked exception~ 
ally well and there was no siclmess in the schoole 
They are well dressed and have a good supply of 
Clothing. I checked this up very closely and 
found that the boys have four changes of clothing 
and two pairs of shoes. They wear fleece-lined 
underwear in the winter and those who do outside 
work are supplied with woollen underwear, The 
girls each have six dresses, two coats —- one for 
Sunday and one for every-day — and three pairs of 
shoes. Their underwear is madd out of flannellette. 
In winter time both boys and girls wear heavy shoes 
and woollen stockings that are knit at the schoole 
I also went into the matter of the food supplied to

the children and came to the conclusion that they 
were well fed. They have a lunch at 4 o'clock 
when school is dismissed, The bread at the school 
is mostly purchased from Wetaskiwin and delivered 
right at the school. I do not think thie is as 
satisfactory as if it were made at the school, but 
they informed me that a certain amount of baking 
is always done at the school as well. 


BUILDING: 
The building, as the Department know, 


is not very satisfactory and requires a lot of re- 
pairing, but I must say that the staff do every— 
thing possible to keep it in good shape. It is 
kept clean and tidy throughout, and the furnishings 
are in good condition and seem to be well cared for. 
The boys' dormitory needs new flooring; Also the 
boys' dining room. Both floors are badly worn and 
very difficult to keep clean as in many cases they 
are worn right through to the rough flooring. The 
steps on the stairs leading down to the basement 
are also badly worn, I have taken the matter of 
repairing these floors up with the Department in 

& special letter, 


FARMING: 
The live stock at this school con- 


sists of 18 cows, 2 horses and 2 calves. Thirteen 
cows were milking at the time of my visit, supply- 
ing 24 gallons of milk per day, which is all given 
to the children. 

The school did not thresh any grain 
but raised 45 loads of green feed, 250 bushels of 
potatoes and a lot of other gurden truck. 

TRAINING OF PUPILS OUTSIDE OF CLASSROOM: 


The girle milk the cows in the summer 


but this is done by the boys in Winter time, They

do all the ironing in the school, and the scrub- 


bing, &c. They make their ow clothing and do a 


lot of fancy-work, I also questioned the sisters 
regarding the instructions the girls received in 
cooking, &c., and they assured me that every girl 
attending the school received a good training in 
household science, as all of them spent so many 


days each month in the kitchen and were taught 


CANADA 


to make bread, cakes, pies, &c., as well as do 
plain cooking. They pointed out that some of the 


girls were better than others, and quite a number 


PUBLIC ARCHIVES 
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of them were good cooks, They spend an hour daily 
in the sewing room until they are 15; after that 
they generally spend two or three hours there each 
day until they are 17, and the Sister Superior 
informed me that the last year the girls were in 
the school she always endeavoured to give them as 
much time as possible in the kitchen and sewing 
room. The girls also help with the garden in the 
summer time. 

The boys look after the stable and 
wood, &c., but the training they receive in out- 
side work is very limited as the farming operations 
at this school are so small. With only 22 head of 
stock to look after there is not very much activity 
in this line. In discussing this matter with the 
Rev. Father Moulin, the Principal, he informed me 
that the Oblate Fathers intend to take over the school 
next summer from the Sisters, and as soon as they did 
the matter of outside training for the boys would re— 
ceive attention. As the Department know, Father 
Moulin is simply in charge of the spiritual end of 


the work, as the Sisters are running the institution.

Dear Doctor McGill: 

I have the honour to report on an 
inspection of the Ermineskin Indian Residen- 
tial School in the Hobbema Agency. At the 

ime of my inspection there were 147 children 
in residence, and I must say they all looked 
real well and seemed healthy and happy. 
CLOTHING: - 

I checked over the supply of cloth- 
ing and found that both boys and girls had 
ample clothing and were better provided for 
than if they were living at home. All were 
furnished with four and five changes, and 
everything in that line that could be de- 
sired, is looked after. 

TRAINING OF CHILDREN: - 

The girls at this institution all 
get an excellent training in domestic science, 
which fits them very well for the home life 
on the reserve after they leave school. The 
only improvement I might suggest is that they 
bake their bread at the school instead of pur- 
chasing it from a bakery as they do now, They 
informed me, however, that the girls are taught 
how to bake bread, buss, &c.

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Training, (Continued) ,- 

The Department will recall that 
in practically all my reports on this school 
I have mentioned that the boys were getting 
very little training in outside work in the 
way of farming and looking after stock, &e. 
This has been changed during the last year, 
since the Oblate Fathers took over the man- 
agements of the school. Father Moulin, the 
Principal, now has an assistant ~~ the Rev. 
Feather Boyer -- who looks after all the out- 
side work, and they are endeavouring to ex- 
tend their farming operations. I was quite 
pleased to note that a repair shop has been 
fixed up by Father Boyer -- 4 make-shift shop 
which Father Boyer rigged up out of an old 
puilding -- but which answers the purpose 
very nicely, and here the boys are instruc- 
ted in blacksmithing, repair-work and carpenter 
work, I was amazed at some of the work they 
had turned out with such poor equipment. 
Father Boyer made some requests to provide 
some extra equipment for the shop, and this 
4s being submitted to the Department in a 
g@eparate letter, and I trust it will receive 
the consideration of the Department. The 
training received by the boys in this shop 
should be valuable to them after they leave 
school. 
LIVE STOCK & FARMING OPERATIONS: - 

The School have 21 head of cattle, 
4 horses (2 of which are very small), some 
pigs and chickens. 


eir crop last year did not amount 
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Live Stock & Farming, (Continued) ,- 


to very much, and their potato crop was also 
very poor. Father Boyer 4nformed me that he 
intended to extend their gardening operations, 
and also farming 46 much as he possible could 
this year, and the School authorities asked 
for some additional assistance in the way of 
live stock and farm machinery, which I have 
taken up in a separate letter, and if this 
cannot be supplied this year, I hope it will 
be given consideration for next year's estimates, 
because nothing has been asked for that is not 
actually required. The Indians now living in 
the Hobbema Agency have to depend entirely on 
the products of their reserves for their live- 
lihood, and I am sure the Department will rea- 
lize how necessary it is for the boys to get a 
good training in all branches of outside work. 
BUILDING: - 

I do not think it is necessary for me 
to go into detail to any extent 4n this connec- 
tion, as the Department are well aware that the 
present building is old and dilapidated, and is 
one of the worst fire traps that I know of. I 
must say that it is kept in as good a state of 
repair as possible, and every precaution is be- 

aken to meet the fire harvard, The Depart- 
ment furnish a night=watchman and fire drill is 
maintained for the children: The Agent looks 
after this part of 4t. The night-watchman car- 
ries a clock and the different stations are 
punched every hour during the night and this 
4s checked up every morning by the Principal 


and once a month by the Agent. 
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Building (Continued) ,- 
The Principal asked for 6 lar 


extinguishere: There are only 3 in the puild- 
ing now. Whether or not this would be of any 
use I cannot say. As I mentioned to Father 
Moulin, if there was a fire the main thing would 
be to get the children out, because if a fire 
ever got started, fire extinguishers would be 


of little use. They might be of some use in 


CANADA 


keeping down the fire while the children were 


gotten out of the pbuilding. I am leaving the 
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matter of supplying these entirely in the hands 
of the Department. 
RAL: - 
As the Department are aware, this 
has always been a fairly good school, that is 
as far as the educational work carried on, The 
children are well cared for in every way, and 
they are well-fed, as I checked up on the food 
supplies, &c. Father Moulin, the Principal, 
has been there for a great many years, and is 
a wonderful missionary amongst the Indians. He 
4s also a man who is very fond of the children 
and has the respect of the Indians. 
There is astaff of 14 Sisters, the 
Principal, his Assistance and two lay brothers. 
I might bring to the attention of the 
Department that some of the beds are in very bad 
shape: They are old and have been repaired many 


times, and it is practically {impossible to do 


anything with them. The rest of the equipment 


4n the school is in very good shape and certainly 
properly cared for. I noticed that the furniture 


in the school and even in the classrooms all looked

as if it was brand-new, as the Sisters are 
continually polishing and varnishing the 


classroom furnishings. 


There is the best of feeling be- 


¢ween the school and the agency, and there- 


fore everything is going along fairly sat- 


isfactorily.

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Dear Father Langlois: 


I have your letter of the 3rd instant, stressing 
the need of a new building, to provide acconmddation for 175 
children and staff, to replace the present old Ermineskin 
Indian Residential School building. 


I concur in the opinion expressed by you, regard- 
ing the condition of the present building, viz-: that it 
constitutes a fire hazard, ie unsanitary and does not provide 


facilities for pupile and etaff. 


When our Estimates for Indian Bducation for the 
current fiscal year were in course of preparation, definite 
instructions were received to cancel all appropriations for 
new echool buildings. There are no funds available, in either 
the Appropriation for Indian Education or the Public Works 
Construction programme, to provide the amount that would be 
required in the erection of a new and modern fire-prooft 
building. The needs at this point will not be lost sight of, 
but I am unable, at present, to give any promise when funds 
will be provided to erect a new school. Mr. Christians i 
report on his inspection of the present school on the 17 
ultimo, states that the tuilding and equipment is kept in 
good condition by the Reveren Sisters and that he considere, 
under the circumstances, the school is doing very good work.

Sir: 


I beg to attach hereto 2 resolutions sent to this office by 
Col. R. H. Palmer, Indian 4gent, Hobbema, on behalf of Pany Erm- 
ineskin, chief of that band. 


The first resolution deals with pensions, and that is a matter 
that is very frequently brought to my attention at all agencies: 
The Indians are fully aware of what is taking place in White settle- 
jments, that all White people over the age of 70 who are indigent 
are placed on a pension of $20.00 per month, whereas the Indians 
are only placed on the ration list and very often until they are 
much older than 70. The ordinary ration is probably worth about 
$2.00 per month, and where special rations are given these come to 

| a little more. Personally I have always thought the Indians had 
a fairly good argument, although I have not admitted this to them, 
and I feel that in a great many cases the old people are not given 
the consideration they should get and I hope that sometime in the 
near future the Government of Canada will go into this matter and 
gee what can be done. I might say this is one of the matters that 
Pany Ermineskin wanted to take up with the Department at Ottawa 
personally when he was trying to get down there last winter, and 
several other Chiefs also had this in mind when they wanted to go 
ito Ottawa; in fact this was to be one of their main requests. 

The second resolution deals with the matter of a new school 
at Hobbema: The Department are fully aware that the present Erm 
ineskin School is a bad fire hazard as the Chief states; also it 
is a very old building, and for a great many years now representa- 
tions have been made to the Government that a new building is re- 
quired at this Agency. I can only add that if the policy of the 
Government is to continue boarding schools for the Indians, this 
is one place where a new school is certainly required. I trust 
these matters will receive the full consideratign of the Depart=- 
ment, and that I be advised in due coyrse. a eg

There remains the alternative of building a new 
home for the Principal and his staff; thie is what has 
seemed to be the best solution and that is why I sollicit 
your help as well as I plead your Honourable Minister 
to be kind enough to grant us this favour. A house 
could easily be built to fit in with the others which 
will subsequently be the future residential schcol of 
Erminskin., For this reason, Inspector Schmidt may have 
to be asked to choose a site to correspond with the 
general plan of the future buil 


I am told that the financial standing of the 
Department of Indian Affairs ie the great obstacle in 
the way of this project which would entail an expenditure 
of from $6,000 to $10,000. We are anxious to prove 
to you that we understand your difficulties and to 
convince you of our willingness to come to a favourable 
solution, I_would suggest the following arrangement: 
The Oblate Fathers would borrow the necessary amount 
and build this residence under the understanding that 
the Department of Indian Affaires would reimburse this 
loan aa well as the interest thereon to the Oblate 
Fathers, either by paying the whole amount next year, 
or by yearly instalments, according to the agreement. 


You can be assured that I bring this matter to 
your knowledge only because it is practically impossible 
for me to ask my missionaries to live much longer in 
thie old house which has not cost a cent to the Depart- 
ment and which we have been happy to put at the disposal 
of the teachers of the Erminekin school at Hobbema for 
a period of 50 years. 


I sincerely hope that the Honourable Mr,.Crerar, 
the worthy Minister of Mines and Hesources, will give a 
favourable hearing to my pressing request and tha 
will make haste to come to the rescue of the Oblate 
missionaries always willing to cooperate fully with 
the Department of Indian Affairs in helping the progress 
of civilization amidst the Indian population of Canada.

In preparing our estimates for the fissal year 
1938-39, we requested an amount of $7,500 for an addition 
to the Ermineskin School; also an amount of $500.00 for 
general repairs. This makes a total of $8,000, but, as 
you understand, authority cannot be given to expend this 
amount until our appropriation has been approved by 
Parliament. 


In providing the above amount, it was understood 


that the primary requirement was a new residence for the 
staff. However, it appears from the Principal's letter 
that accommodation for other purposes is more desired. 


The amount of money available will not permit 
the erection of the buildings sugested by the Principal. 
The Department would like to see ereoted a building with 
full basement and two classrooms; the basement could be 
fitted up for vocational training for both boys and girle.

Indian Nesidential School the Surveys ngineer ing 
Branch have been requested to have one of their 
officers visit the school and report regarding whet 
is required. In my letter of January 22 last I 
advised you regarding the amount we were including in 
our appropriation for the current fiseosl year for 
repairs and improvements at the irmineskin School. 
Later the Principal forwarded a sketch of the addition 
which he considered necessary. is was discussed with 
the Surveys & Engineering Branch but the plan was not 
sufficiently definite for them to decide if the addition 
could be erected in the manner apparently desired by 
the Principal and for the amount that we provided in 
our current year's appropriation. 


In view of the fact that we may have to spend 
some money in making the repairs mentioned in your letter 
of April 16 we have tuk no rther action regarding 
the addition. However, you should keep this in mind 
and when the officer of th jurveys ngineering 
Branch visits the school you might discuss the matter 
with him with a view to having his advice on what could 
be done with the amount of money that is available.

Floors, doors, windows, and V joint wall and ceiling cover- 
ing. ile this material is ofa and worn and in places the 
V joint has warped away from the joists, it is considered 
that a 10 or 20% replacement will be sufficient and all 
that the weneral condition of the building warrants. 


The buil 11d be painted outside and some slight 
repairs made to the verandahs and fire escape stairways. 


At present ply and distribution system is 
totally i sufficient for domestic 
purposes and in case of ¢ e protection from the 
fire hose, which is located on the north end of the build- 
i would be totally inadequate. I would reco mend, 
therefore, the drilling of a new well and the installat 
of an electric pump, pressure tanks and additional pipin 
all as described in the Bill of Material attached hereto. 


In my opinion the build hole, although of 
too licht construction and old, is still serviceable enough 
to warrant the repairs herein described. Care will have to 
be exercised always to not overload the dormitory and attic 
floors.

Langlois. Having been Provincial Procurator for the 
past two years,J have been in touch with our Indian 
Schools and“more in condition to know their needs, for 
the present at least. 

fhe Department, I understand, has voted a 
certain sum for repairs and another sum for additions 
to the Erniskin School at Hobbema- We thought that if 
you would kindly let us have the sums voted, we would 
take upon ourselves to make the repairs and additions 
with more advantages than by giving a Government con- 
tract. We have a few Lay Brothers who are competent 
carpenters and we would employ them for the worke 
No duubt; we would like the work to be supervised by 4 
man appointed by the Department. 

We have another proposal to make to yous fhe 
School at Brocket needs to be enlarged. Well we have 4 
McLeod a school that has been abandoned by the Sep- 
SeDe This is a brick building 65x65 feet. We had a 
contractor from Lethbridge to look at the building. 
This contractor estimated that, after allowing for 
‘preakage, 100,000 bricks could be salvaged. He estima- 
ted the cut stone at 840 cubic feet The windows, sashf5 
doors, and lumber are in good condition. This building 
belongs to the Oblate Fathers and we offer it free to 
the Department to be used for the addition at Brocket.- 
You would have only the cost of salvaging the material 
and haulding them at Brocket which is only twenty two 
miles from McLeod.

I am in receipt of your letter of the 2nd 
instant with reference to the new building that the 
Principal of the Ermineskin Residential School wishes 


to erect. 


From the information given in your letter 
I am inclined to feel that the proposed new building 
would cost in the vicinity of $20,000.00. As you are 
aware only $2,400.00 is available and I am unable to 
hold out any promise that additional funds will be 
available in the appropriation for the next fiscal 
year to complete the building proposed by the Reverend 
Principal nor to provide per capita grant over and 
above the number which is allowed at present. 


Unless the Reverend Principal is definitely 
assured that his superior will provide the funds without 
making any further demand on this Branch I believe he 
would be well advised to consider the matter further 
before taking any definite steps. This Branch would 
prefer a building with class rooms on the ground floor 
and the basement used for vocational training. Buildings 
such as this would cost considerably less than the one 
suggested by the Reverend Principal and at the me time 
the removal of the class rooms to such a building would 
permit of the present class rooms being used for 
dormitory accommodation. 


You should, therefore, discuss the matter again 
with the Reverend Principal and let me have your views.

There is still availsble out of this year's appro} 
for this school the sum of $2,400. It is now pro 
amount for the construction of a new classroom and manuel training 
building. The plans are now being prepared by your engineer at 
Banff. It is estimated that the new pbuilding will cost about $5,000 
and it is hoped that the balance required will be made available 
by the department. 


The repairs made to the school uld enable the principal to 
accept more pupils and he would like the pupilage to be increased 
from the present figure to 160. 


The general condition of the building would require the pr 
ence of a night watchman during the 10 school months. I know that 
the present regulations of the department only allow salaries for 
six months of the year. Would it be possible to make an exc tion 
for this school? The principal as well as the staff would fee 
greatly relieved of responsibility if the school re allowed to 
heve a night watchman for the full school period. 


It would be appreciated if you would ask your agent to make 
a new inspection of this school and its buildings, with the idea 
ting what measures should be taken to 
of the inmates in case of fire. The principal suggests 
fire extinguishers to the present fire fighting appliances. 
you may wish to have your age t's advice on this point.

Already close to a full month has elapsed since we ser on to Ottawa 
a receipted bill of over $4000.00 which we paid to the Imperial Lumber of Ottawa 
for material for the Erminskin Indian Soljool of Hobbema. We had expected that 
@ cheque to the amount of $2400 would be immediately forthcoming ,but have as yet 
received nothing. Would you kindly let me know if and when this cheque may be 
sent on to us as I do not presently that we could build unless this money does 
come as promised. 

I very much regret that the Department has not seen fit to increase 
the grant for Hobbema for at least 175 children. There are practically 200 children 
of the Catholic faith on the reserve who should be in the schoolsthe school is 
taxing its limits by having 167 children at present and refusing the others through 
lack of accomodation. I fear that if nothing is done here,you will be forcing the 
Catholic children to go to the Protestant school at St-Albert and possibly prepar- 
ing a dangerous issue. I shall later send in » detailed report on the situktion 
unless something is done to remedy the very serious difficulties that will be met 
otherwise. I know that the Department has tried to be fair,and possibly meets 
objections from the Government owing to the enormous armaments program,but I do 
trust that you will help us solve this very serious problem of accommodation at 
Hobbema. 


Thanking you for past assistance and asking that a new investigation 
be carried out for this case of Hobbema,I remain,

I have already asked Colonel Lewis,Indien Agent et Hobbema,for a Hamer Mill 
end swings for the children's play ground,which I consider most important for the 
school at the present time. 

But with the reducing of the Per Capita Gran@ the problem becomes greater 
for us.Since these last two years,we have done our best to improve our ferm at 
the Ermineskin Indian Residential School.I must mention that not a single acre 
of lend was ever given by the Indien Department for our School.After many diffi- 
culties we finally succeeded in obtaining 80 acres of lend from the Indians. 

Everything was done in regular form with thé Indian Agent.We now have 160 acres 
in all. 
Farming ie emphasized in our big boys’ training.Our girls milk the cows, 
take care of the chickens and look after the garden. 

In order to be able to give our boys the farm training they most essen- 
tielly need,I em asking your department for the most importent implements required 
on a farma gang plow,e disk drill,a cultivator and a harrow.A machinery shed 
is badly needed and our root cellar needs repair: 

Being fully aware of the difficulties of the present times,we cannot however 
forget the training that our children require in order that they may become food 
and useful citizens of Canada.You may rest assured dear Sir,that we are doing our 
utmost towards the education of our indian children,both for their moral end

Principals of residential schools the enclosed 
circular. 


The Principal of the Ermineskin School 
replies as follows: 


"I wish to assure you that we have given 
this matter thorough consideration. Yor this very 
reason we wish to bring to your immediate attention 
the fact that the building in which our laundry is 
housed is a veritable fire trap. In the past two 
years, we have been very fortunate in being able to 
quell two fires which started in the floor and in 


the walls. 
"The building is too old and is beyond 


repair. The only solution to this hazard is to 
tear this building down and have a new one built. 


We need your help for thie and necessarily ask you 
for it, because we consider this as a problem which 
demands immediate consideration, notwithstanding 
actual war conditions. 


In issuing this ciroular it wes not ex- 
pected thet Principals would take adv: ge of it 
to demand new buildings. As you are aw 
only building programme the Government hi 
present time is buildings for war purpobes.

I have your recent letter with reference to 
fire protection at the Ermineskin Residential 
School. I note that you are arranging for repairs 
to the valves and couplings of the fire hose. If 
you consider more fire extinguishers are required, 
please let me know the number that you think 
should be purchased. You should make another 
attempt to have the electrician give you an 
estimate on the cost of installing an additional 
fire alarm system. We will endeavour to have the

Our Architect, Mr. Buck, has consulted Mr. 
Phelan by telephone regarding the matter and the latter 
furnished him with a copy of extracts from a letter from 
Indian Agent G. b. Lewis, giving further details. 


The specific items mentioned were defective 
fire fighting equipment, necessity for an improved and enlarged 
fire alarm system, the condition of doors of the girls’ dormitories 
opening upon the fire escape and the fact that the fire escape was 
made of wood. 


On considering the items of repair and improvement 
to fire fighting and fire alarm equipment, it would appear that 
they are of a nature which could be as well looked after by the 
songs} principal and the Indian Agent as by one of our Engineering 
Staff. 


While we have no plen of this school it would seem 
probable that the difficulty regarding the doors from the girls' 
dormitories could be.overcome by changing the hinges on one of the 
doors to its Other side. With regard to the wooden fire escape, 
such are in quite general use even in recently erected buildings 
and in any event, iron fire escapes are not available at the 
present time.

In reply to your 112-1-5 deted February 19th, 1945 
and your 112-1-5 dated March Sth, 1945 regarding a proposed building 
to be erected by the Hobbema Indian Progressive Club. 


On receipt of your first letter I interviewed Rev. 
Father Schmidt who is responsible for this organization and he asked 
me to leave the letter with him and he would submit a written report. 
Before receiving this report I met with an acident and have been on 
Sick Leave. Upon receipt of your "Airmail" letter of the Sth inst.,I 
got the Agency Olerk to drive me up to the School. Rev. Father Schmidt 
had not yet prepared his report, but he promised to do this right a- 
way and I received it from him this mewning and am enclosing a copy 
herewith. 0o-—-— 


As the report shows,the Hobbema Indien Progressive 
QOlub members have cdllected stfficient funds to purchase material 
with which to build a hall in which to hold their meetings and to 
exhibit their moving pictures. The construction work is to be done 
by the members of the Olub. They propose to allow the four Bands at 
this Agency to use the hall for Band meetings, free of charge. This 
ie a necessity as there is no place at this Agency that can accoma— 
date the members of the various Bands at a meeting and it is necess- 
ary at present, to hold these meetings outside. They also hope to 
rent the building, for a small fee, for Indian wedding parties and 
Indian social events. With this revenue they expect to cover the cost 
of coal, light , caretaking and repairs. 


This Olub is doing good work,is undenominational and 
should be encouraged as it tends to take our Indians out of the rut 
in which they have lived for years and I heartly approve of the 
project. a

The tender from the Westeel Products Ltd., of Bd- 
monton, dated D th,1945, quotes a price of $986.00 for 
a Potter fire escape 30 inches in diameter with a drop of 
2180 inches, The tender states that the price is based 
on sketches ani notes forwarded by the Indian Agent, whom, 
it is indieated, has suggested that certain operations in- 
volved should be carried out under his own control. 


The Potter fire escape is a tubular metal unit, 
supported on structural steel legs and concrete footings. 
It is felt that a misunderstanding has occurred between 
the Indian Agent and the Westeel Products Ltd., since the 
drop to which reference is made is 181 feet 8 inches. 


Before we can express an opinion on the cost, or 
comment on how the proposed fire escape meets the situa- 
tion, this Service must be furnished either with copies of 
the sketches and notes prepared for the Westeel people by 
the Iniian Agent, or shop drawings from the t ring firm 
supporting their quotation. 


It appears from the tender that the matter has 
deen handled entirely by correspondence. The Indian Agent 
should arrange to have representativ of firms tendering

As you are aware, the school is very antiquated at 
the best and when repairs of this nature are done, they are 
just patchwork. There is a great nee@ for & new school. 


In Mr. Hunt's report you will note that three layers 
of flooring were removed, exposing the concrete fioor. This floor 
was so rotten that replacement of it was impossible once it was 
interfered with. ‘This floor was in 4 basement room which serves 
as a dining room. It is a very dark and dingy room and not a 
very enticing place in which tom eat. The wooden floor that was 
removed was not very satisfactory and I believe the cement is 


the betier of the two. 


7 Mr. Hunt states, the portion broken was replaced 
but there is still a considerable area of the floor that was 
hidden by the wooden flooring which I believe should be smoothed 
over for the reason that 11 holes or cracked portions of a 
cement floor are not satisfactory from 4 sanitation point of 
view. The principal of the school has indicated that he intends 


to have this done.

Referring to the memorandum fr Indian Affairs 
dated January 26th 1948, we are now in receipt of the following 
from our Banff office under date of March 15th: 


"The vital item is the construction of a properly 
designed septic tank to replace existing tank "4" which 
serves the main school building. Until this is done 
there will be no cure for the Condition originally 
complained of, that is the bac ing up of sewage from 
the present tank to the drainage system under the 
basement floor. We have minimizea the effect of this 
action by replacing the old tile line under the basement 
floor with cast iron pipe, but we have not yet attacked 
the cause. The cost of a new tank will be approximately 
$2500.00, of which a roximately $500.00 will be used 
in purchase of material. If Indian Affairs are limited 
to an expenditure of 91000.00 per year on this work I 
do not see how this important item is to be built. It 
would not be feasible to purchase the necessary materi 
out of this year's funds, and hold it for a year, as 
there is no adequate stora for cement. In any case 
an amount of approximately 2000.00 must be made available 
for the labour charge of istalling the tank, which must 
be done in one operation." 


The estimated cost of this tank is based on the records 
of last year's work. Originally this tank was estimated to 


cost 1500.00 but prices are ni much higher and there might 
bea difficulty in persuading a contractor to go to the Reserve 
for su & small project unless th price is high. It would 
thus seem that a minimum of $2500.00 should be provided this 
coming fiscal year and if the completion of the entire project 
is desired, a total of 3350.00 would be required. The funds

With reference to your 112-11-6 of September 15, 1949, 
I beg to inform you that a farmer's residence is needed at the 
Ermineskin School due to the increased farming operations carried 
on by the school. You will recall the Ermineskin Band allotted 
the school 1/2 section of bush land near the lease area west of 
the power line. This area has all been brushed except a ten rod 
strip on the west side and is at least half broken. 


It was indicated by the department officials visiting 
the school that increased farming operations and efficiency were 
needed to provide adequate food for the 180 children in attendance. 


Due to increased staff and the large number of children 
attending this school and due to the general lack of housing 
facilities it was considered at least an eight-room house was 
needed.

In the meantime we re- 
ceived the attached copy of a letter from Mr. Woodsworth which 
is self explanatory. 


It is obvious that our day school erection programme 
on the Hobbema Reserve is presently doing nothing more but 
keeping pace with the increase in population. Unless some 
system of consolidation is introduced at Hobbema, the Ermine skin 
Residential School will be required for some years to come. It 
4s recommended therefore that an item of $15,000. be placed in 
the 1950-51 Estimates to cover the erection of a residence for 


the farmer.

If Mr. Woodsworth were to obtain prices, would 
the Department consider the installation of tubular metal 
fire escapes? 


An alteration should also be made in the exits 
from the senior and junior girls dormitories. These two 
exits are side by side and if the large girls throw open 
their door it blocks the exit from the junior girls 
dormitory.

The attention of the Department has been drawn to 
the inadequacy of the milk supply furnished for the daily use 
of the pupils of the Ermineskin's Indian Residential School. 
As you are aware, the Department expects that these in- 
stitutions will supply milk to the children in sufficient 
quantities, as it is considered one of the most important 
items of the children's diet. We are informed that the 
sohool has at present only 7 or 6 cows, from which the entire 
milk supply is obtained for the daily use of the pupile and 
staff, 


You should take up this matter with the Principal 
and inform him it is expected he will arrange, if there are 
not other cows in the herd that will soon freshen, for the 
purchase of a further number of milk cows eufficient to 
provide an ampie supply of milk for the pupils’ daily require- 
ments. A request has been made for an increased pupilazge 
as from April ist, next, but, unless the Department is assured 
that an adequate suprly of milk will be available, favourable 
consideration could not be given this request. After fully 
discussing the matter of a good milk supply with the Principal, 
you should inform the pepartment of the action he intends taking 
to increase the number of milk cows and in furnishing an adequate 
daily milk supply for the pupile* requirements.

Howéver I think all 
precautions are being taken that possibly can 
be to eliminate risk. There is, of course a 
set of stairs inside the building. Then there 
are two sets of stairs down to the ground on 
the outside of the building, one at each end. 
There are also several fire extinguishers in 
the building, but in case of fire the main 
thing would be to get the children all out of 
the school and not stop to use fire extinguish- 
ers. I might mention that the building is not 
very high and if there was a fire, especially 
in the winter time, it would not hurt the child- 
ren to jump out through the windows. I also 
noticed that axes were kept handy in case of the 
necessity of breaking windows or doors. Two
